The Chicago area mopped up to­ 
day from the worst rain and thun- 
derstorm in more than 70 year*. 
\t least three person* were kill­ 
ed in accidents caused by the rain, 
scores were injured and property 
owners .suffered uncounted dam­ 
age.

to 2.000 travelers were stranded in 
tti' terminal buildings. About 200 
persons were housed in Springfield 
hotels when four air flights sched­ 
uled into Midway were rerouted to 
the state capital.

Coast 
Guardsmen rescued Malcolm Dole, 
18, Evanston, who was aboard an 
18 foot sail boat when it overturned 
and was swept into Lake Michigan.

bolt of lightning almost demolished 
the fourth and filth floors of a 
downtown office building and at 
least ten homes were hit in Chi­ 
cago's northern suburbs. 
A loaded barge was torn loos# 
from its moorings in the North 
Branch of the Chicago River and 
rammed a 75 foot section of a Mil- 
baukee Railroad bridge into the 
water.
